The dang er is g reatest in the larg er 
and cities, but even small rural com m unities haw 
share o f bicy cle accidents.

Besides being ex tra careful when behind ’ he wheel, par­ 
ents are urg ed to set a good ex ample for their children in 
e v e n d a y safety habits and to be firm in insisting on such 
basic sa fety precautions a" riding only in safe places, cross­ 
ing streets or roads only at intersections, knowing and obey ­ 
ing the traffic rules that apply to bicy cles, and respecting 
policemen. 
Here are some specific rules for y o u ng s t e r s on bicy cles 
that the safety authorities s u g g e s t should be taug ht in tin* 
home, as well as at school or wherever children’s g io ups 
can be r e a c h e d : 
!. Ride with traffic and keep to the far right. 
2. Ride in a straig ht line; ijo weaving or ‘stunting 
Vc.ut 
o f traffic. 
3. When with other bicy clists 
J. N ev er carry a “ passeng er.’ 
5. Obey all sig ns, sig nal light? 
g row n-up motorists. 
6. N ever hitch a ride by holding 
automobile or any mov ing vehicle. 
7. D o n ’t ride at nig ht, unless it is absolutely necessary . If 
y ou do. be sure y ou have a good 
lig ht 
and a bright 
reflector 
or reflective tape to make y our bicy cle visible 
from the rear. 
Young sters who know and follow these rules will be able 
to enjoy their hikes without risking death or injury , or ad­ 
ding g ray hairs to the man in the driver’s seat. When they 
grow up and beg in to drive a car, their bicy cle training will 
make them safer 
and more courteous motorists, sa fe ty e x ­ 
perts believe.
